the  Water  Department. 

This  week,  at  least  the  prob- 
lem of  water  pressure  should 
start  to  be  alleviated.  The  stand- 
pipe has  been  drained,  cleaned 
and  painted  and  when  refilled 
will  not  only  act  as  a needed  cu- 
shion for  pressure  within  the 
system  but  also  will  dispense 
water  free  of  sediment. 

Pratt  said  the  effects  of  the 
old  system  is  the  cause  of  the 
problems.  A good  water  supply 
had  to  be  made  available  to  the 
town  first,  he  explained,  there 
would  be  no  sense  in  installing 
new  pipes  with  no  water  to  flow 
through  them.  Most  of  the  pipes 
in  use  today  were  installed  with 
the  original  system  in  1 896  — a 
time  when  most  bathrooms 
were  situated  in  backyards  — 
parts  of  the  system  can  in  no 
way  handle  the  pressure  of  mo- 
dern plumbing. 

Come  spring,  with  a boost 
from  the  treatment  plant  and  all 


this  available  water,  the  pipes 
will  get  a flushing.  Also,  within 
the  next  year,  a study  of  long 
range  improvements  in  the  dis- 
tribution system  will  be  con- 
ducted, Pratt  said. 

Another  springtime  plan  is 
open  house  at  the  treatment 
plant  which  is  guaranteed  to 
educate  and  impress  its  visitors. 
A look  at  the  crystal  clarity  of 
the  “finished  water"  in  a test- 
tube  may  elucidate  the  fact 
that  water  being  pumped  to 
homes  is  of  the  finest  quality. 

According  to  Pratt,  people 
will  have  to  be  patient  — some 
residents  will  not  receive  per- 
fectly clear  water  for  some  time, 
but  this  condition  should  only 
be  temporary  or  spasmodic. 
The  new  distribution  system  has 
yet  to  come.  The  dam,  reservoir 
and  treatment  plant  are  here 
and  working.

argue  $50  in  one  department 
and  $75  in  another  all  night 
long.  This  is  the  bottom  line,” 
he  said  of  the  $150,265 
proposed  sum  total  of  all  items 
excluding  salaries  which  is 
down  from  this  year’s 
$163,993. 

However,  another  debate 
over  the  affects  of  the  use  of 
computers  and  calculators  on 
school  children  took  place.

reliant  on  a calculator.  Davis 
maintained  that  the  use  of 
such  equipment  did  not  imply 
laziness,  but  rather  that  it 
avoided  computational 

anxiety  so  that  students  could 
get  on  to  the  more  important 
concepts  behind  mathematics. 

The  discussion  was  closed 
when  the  Committee  voted  to 
obtain  more  backup  infor- 
mation on  the  High  School’s 
budget.  On  Jan.  22  there  will 
be  a budget  only  Committee 
meeting.
